The Bill On Ethics 
The co de o f ethics bill appro v ed by the Ohio 
Leg islature is no t as co mprehensiv e as it 
co uld hav e been, but if appro v ed by Go v . J o hn 
J . Gillig an (who has stro ng ly suppo rted the 
co ncept), at least so mething will be o n the 
bo o ks in this area o f co ncern. 
Co v ered by the pro v isio ns o f the bill are 
leg islato rs and elected o r appo inted state, 
co unty and city o fficials. Ex cluded are scho o l 
bo ard members, v illag e and to wnship o f­ 
ficials and emplo y es and members o f co unty 
and city bo ards serv ing at a salary o f less 
than $1,000 a y ear. 


Mo st discussio n o f the measure has co n­ 
cerned its inco me disclo sure requirement. 
Office ho lders o r candidates fo r o ffice must 
disclo se the so urce (but no t the amo unt) o f 
any annual inco me o v er $500. 


BUT THE BILL g o es deeper than that in 
requiring the listing o f Ohio co rpo ratio ns in 
which o fficials o r candidates ho ld mo re than 
$1,000 interest o r serv e as a directo r; listing o f 
real pro perty o wned in the state o ther than 
perso nal o r v acatio n residences; 
listing 
names o f debto rs who o we mo re than $1,000 
and listing o f any g ifts o v er $500. 
The bill also attempts to limit o ther po ssible 
co nflict o f interest situatio ns by pro hibiting 
lawy ers in the leg islature fro m earning fees 
fo r representing clients befo re state bo ards o r 
co mmissio ns unless a co urt pro ceeding is 
inv o lv ed, and prev enting o fficials fro m using 
their po sitio ns fo r perso nal g ain that co uld 
influence impro per handing o f duties o r fro m 
disclo sing o fficial info rmatio n fo r perso nal 
pro fit during o r two y ears after public em­ 
plo y ment. 
Fo ur separate ethics co mmissio ns will 
o v ersee enfo rcement o f the law — o ne each 
fo r the Ho use and Senate, o ne fo r the 
ex ecutiv e branch and o ne fo r the judicial 
branch.

Man Plans to Appeal 
$20,000 Judgment 


A West Point man, who was 
imprisoned for traffic man­ 
slaughter as the result of a 
crash nearly six years ago, 
has served notice he intends 
to appeal to the Seventh Dis­ 
trict Court of Appeals from a 
$20,000 judgment awarded 
the East Liverpool widow of 
one of the victims. 
Robert Eugene Cusick Jr. 
of Lisbon RD 2 filed the ap- 
P 
eal notice after Common 
leas Judge Raymond S. 
Buzzard denied his motion to 
set aside the $20,000 verdict 


awarded Mrs, Frances E. 
Dawson, administratrix of 
the estate of her husband, 
Paul V, Dawson, 48, one of 
four persons killed in the 
crash Nov. 11, 1967, at the 
intersection of Rt. 30 and old 
Rt. 45 near West Point. 
. Cusick’s counsel filed a mo­ 
tion in July to set aside the 
judgment awarded in April 
when Judge Buzzard found 
for the plaintiff on the issue of 
liability and proximate cause 
and awarded Mrs. Dawson 
$20,000 plus her costs. 


Neither Cusick nor hfs law­ 
yer was present at the April 
nearing. The defense counsel 
( maintained the defendant 
* had been incarcerated in the 
Marion Correctional Institu­ 
tion and had failed to notify 
his counsel of his release, and 
that neither was aware of the 
dale of the trial. 
Mrs. Dawson originally 
sought $50,000 when me suit 
was filed Oct. 7, 1968. 
Her husband was a passen­ 
ger in the car owned by Al­ 
bert Adkins, 55, which was 
being driven by his son, Don­ 
ald M. Adkins, 28, of East 
Liverpool. 
Both the Adkins men were 
killed in the crash that also 
claimed the life of Cusick’s 
19-year-old brother, Arnold. 


The suit claimed Cusick 
was driving under the influ­ 
ence of alcohol and drove 
north in the southbound lane 
of Rt. 45, failed to halt for the 
intersection, struck a west­ 
bound car and careened Into 
.Adkins’ auto. 
Cusick was indicted secret­ 
ly in January, 1968, on three 
counts 
of 
traffic 
man­ 
slaughter. Convicted by a 
jury on the first count in July, 
1968, his request for probation 
was deniea and he was sen­ 
tenced to M0 years in the 
penitentiary. 
In November, 1968, he 
changed his plea to guilty to 
the other two counts. He was 
sentenced to another 1-20 
term to be served consecu­ 
tively with the first co»mt.

He su g­ 
gested the pool not charge 
season pass holders throu gh 
Su nday. No decision

made. 
Woods, who was u nable to 
attend Cou ncil meeting be­ 
cau se he was short of help at 
the pool and Salem Reservoir 
lake, reported Ju ne pool ad­ 
missions were 20,693, Ju ly’s 
were 14,392, and Au gu st’s 
throu gh Labor Day were 14,- 
973. 
In its best year, 1970, a total 
of 60,536 paid and pass admis­ 
sions were recorded. Second 
best was 1969 with 54,339, 
while 1968 came in third with 
54,280. - 
Woods indicated admission 
was limited to approximately 
650 persons on 38 days to 
avoid overcrowd conditions.

essentially there is a strip of 
magnetic tape in each cell 
nucleus that has the entire 
recorded 
inform ation 
or 
instructions for building the 
organism. Just as you can 
produce a duplicate tape of 
your favorite m usic, thp 
information in the nucleus of 
the cell can be reproduced or 
a copy made to build another 
cell. 
In single cell organisms, 
the master tape is sim ply 
reproduced and when 
two 
strips of tape exist in the cell, 
the cell divides so that each 
new cell contains only one 
strip of tape information. By 
a process of continually 
producing new tape copies 
and splitting the cells, single 
cell organism s can continue 
to reproduce as long as they 
can obtain the materials for 
the 
build ing 
process. 
It 
follows that such single cell 
organism s are really copies 
of each other — hence, the 
term “genetic copy.” 
TMF" C E L L that is going to 
become a liver cell will only 
use the recorded bit of in­ 
formation that provides the 
instructions to build a liver 
cell. The cell that will become 
a heart cell only uses the 
segment on the tape that has 
the information about how to 
build heart cells. 
It has already been proved 
that each cell nucleus has all 
the information to build a 
complete body. The nucleus 
of a cell taken from the wall 
of a 
frog’s 
intestine was 
removed and used to replace 
the unfertilized nucleus of a 
frog egg. The newly formed 
frog egg then developed into a 
mature frog, since it had a 
complete set of genetic in­ 
formation The new frog was 
a “genetic copy” of the old 
frog. Thus, the intestinal cell

build a frog heart, brain and 
all the complex structures 
involved.

With this statement Burton 
Pell reveals the philosophy 
which 
has 
built 
his 
fine 
collection of pewter. 
Pewter, with its satin-like, 
soft-to-touch surface, has 
been known to craftsmen for 
at least 4,000 years. If you like 
pewter, you will probably say 
it has a mellow, rich ap­ 
pearance. If vou don’t like 
pewter you will 
probably 
think it a dull imitation of 
silver. 
Pell said he is “ hooked on 
pewter” and has a collection 
of antique objects fairly 
representative of English, 
European and 
American 
craftsmanship. 
Pewter is a very workable 
alloy, composed of tin and 
copper with lead and an­ 
timony or bismuth added. 
Generally, the higher the lead 
content the cheaper the grade 
of pewter. 


Because it is so workable 
very little early pewter is to 
be found. Usually broken or 
damaged pieces were taken 
to the pewterer and traded 
for new. The old pewter was 
then 
melted 
down 
and 
reworked. 
This is particularly true of 
the Colonial American pieces 
which resembled English 
pewter in style. 


“ Most 
of 
our 
early 
pewterers were of English or 
Dutch descent,” Pell said, 
explaining the similarity of 
design. However, he added 
that it is easy to distinguish 
the American pieces because 
they lack the luster that 
English pewter possesses. 
The more often pewter was 
reused the more impure it 
became. 
Pell likes to talk about the 
individual 
pieces 
in 
his 
collection although a large 
share of his pewter was 


acquired by purchasing a 
“ collection 
gathered 
by 
someone of great taste,” he 
explained. 
An interior designer, Pell 
travels extensively and has 
garnered 
some 
very 
fine 
pieces of Continental pewter.

The second plate has the

Brown recommended that 
brief descriptive titles 
be 
permitted to replace lengthy, 
often-complicated 
ballot 
questions. 
The commission added 
these features: 
—Constitutional 
amend­ 
ments would have to be filed 
with the secretary of state at 
least 90 days prior to an 
election. 


—The ballot board would 
have 10 days to write the 
question. 
—A court challenges 
to 
ballot language must be 
commenced after the wor­ 
ding is agreed upon and 
certified to the secretary of 
state. 
—The Ohio Supreme Court 
would be given exclusive, 
original jurisdiction in all 
cases 
challenging 
ballot 
languages. 
Brown recommended the 
court’s power to rule issues 
off the ballot be limited only 
to cases in which wording 
tended to mislead, deceive or 
defraud.
